Livestock are moved from 
one pasture to the deferred 
pasture every' 4 months. I :iis 
results in each pasture being 
grazed 12 months and deferred 


4 months. 
Forage production, live­ 
stock gains and wildlife 


liabitat have all increased 
under this system of grazing. 


Results of grazing differ­ 
ent classes of livestock at 
various intensities will also 
be seen on tile Experiment 


Station. 


Records show that net in­ 
come from rangeland can be 


increased $1.58 per acre per 
year by tile use of a deferred 
rotation grazing system, at 
a moderate stocking rate. 
over continuous grazing at 
a heavy stocking rate. 
Results of such recom­ 
mended grazing will also be 
shown at tile Experiment 


Station.
